INTERESTING TO BEER- 
DRINKERS. 


A representative ot the Globe-Democrat 
called on Mr. August Anheuser-Busch, the 
vice-president of the Anheuser-Busch Brew- 
ing Association, the largest brewing estab- 
lishment in the world, in relation to an 
article which appeared in the National 
Zeitung recently, having a German motto, 
**Hopfen und Malz, Gott Erhalts.”” He 
said it loses to a certain extent its rhythmic 
cadence in its translation into English, 
“Hops and malt, God protect them,” but 
loses none of its pith or significance. “I 
have a copy of the issue here and will trans- 
late a portion of it. The old German prov- 
erb, ‘Hops and malt, God protect them,’ 
was formerly held in esteem by both brewer 
and beer-drinker, and we Germans have al- 
ways been proud to be able to manufacture 
a liquid from malt and hops which is healthy 
and strengthening, and which our forefa- 
thers drank and then lived to a good old age. 
It is a beverage whose mission it was to 
take the place of and reduce the consump- 
tion of whisky. Many brewers use the 
cheaper ingredient of corn instead of barley 
in the manufacture of beer. Now this so- 
called corn beer-is entirely devoid of many 
of the nutritious products found in barley- 
malt beer, and in addition contains a much 
larger proportion of alcohol. Corn beer has 
no flavor. What has made beer the national 
drink of the world is the barley-malt flavor, 
and this is entirely wanting in the cheap 
corn beer.
